France urges growth 
through technology 


VERSAILLES, June 5 (AP) — The 
world's “third industrial revolution" need 
not bring higher unemployment, .inflation 
and other ills, but can become the driving 
force for continued economic growth, accord- 
ing to a proposal made Saturday to the 
economic summit by French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand. 

In his report, Mitterrand proposed that the 
leaders of cbe seven richest Western nations 
launch “a concerted program of selective 
growth through ledinology." 

Mitterrand also suggested that managed 
technological development is the key to 
alleviating the problems of developed 
nations. 

The T^on on “ledtnology, employment 
and growth" is a key elemeni of the French 
position at the summit. The French objective 
is to demonstrate that technology, is one sub- 
ject on which the participants can agree. 

However, President Ronald Reagan 
expressed reservations about the cost of such 
a program and said it would be hard for gov> 
emments to predict what the new tech- 
nologies will be.

Iran denies attack plan 

40 killed as Iraq bombs 11am 


BIERUT. June 5 (.Agencies) — Iraqi 
fighier jci.K bombed the city of Ham in west- 
ern Iran Saturday killing 40 persons and 
injuring 150 others attending a mass rally 
commemorating an uprising 20 years ago 
engineered by A>atollah Khomeini, Tehran 
radio reported. 

1lie oifleial Irna news agency said Iraqi 
fighter jets flying at low altitude, bombed the 
rally at 9.?n a.m. local time (OfiOOGMT)and 
hit at least 111 targets in the central part of the 
citv. including residential districts. There was 
no immediate comment from Iraq on the Ira- 
nian report. 

Ii:ini lies in the noihem sector of the 483- 
kms batflefront in the 20-month-oId war 
berween the two Gulf nations. Since the Ira- 
nians ousted Iraqi troops from the south- 
western port city of Khorramshahr, fighting 
has concentrated in areas around llam and 
further north. 

Ihe people of llam came out into the 
.*iirecis Saturday to celebrate the 1963 upris- 
ing led by Khomeini against Sahah Muham- 
mad Reza Pahiavi who was dqsosed in 1979 
by Khomeini's revolutionaries. Khomeini 
was exiled in November 1963 and returned 
home in February 1979 after the Shah had 
fled. 

Earlier Friday Iraqi plane.s and helicopter 
gunships hit Iranian targets in the area north 
of Khorramshahr. while Iranian long-range 
artillery shelled die city of Basra, the official 
Iraq News Agency said. Quoting a military 
communiqic. the agency said 26 Iranians 
were killed and one tank destroyed during 
the raUi. It-put Iraqi losses at nine. 

Viennwhile. a senior Ayatollah said on 
Radio Tehran that Iran will never attack a^ny 
country as thw would be “prohibited under 
the laws nt Mam." In a speech commemorai- 
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ing a 1963 uprising under the late. Shah's 
regime. Ayatollah Yusufani added, however, 
that Iran conridered national d^ense an 
Islamic duty. 

It would not permit “states in the region" 
to assist Iraq. The ay'atollah, who is on the 
12-member committee responsible for 
supervising the constitution of the Islamic 
Republic, said that to dqsloy troops on, or to 
attack, another's lerritoiy was “ft^idden by 
Islam and by the constitution." 

The Kingdom's Defense Minister Prince 
Sultan said in an interview published Friday 
in Paris that his country “will not tolerate the 
d<^eat d Iraq" in the war. 

Interviewed in Geneva by Georges Buis, 
corre^ndent of the Paris weekly, Nofivel 
Observateur, the prince said Saudi Arabia 
would not allow Iran to be defeated, either. 
But he indicated that the Iraqis are prepared 
to negotiatea peace settlement while the Ira- 
nians are not. 

“1 feel Iraq wants peace and would accept a 
negotiated solution,'' he said. “It is our Ira- 
nian friendswho are reticent and refuse to sit 
down at the conference table. ... It would be 
difficult to accept the defeat of Iraq. If Iraq is 
defeated, the entire strategic situation in the 
region would be transformed. We will not 
tolerate the defeat of Iraq — any more than 
■that of Iran." Prince Sultan said. 

OIC peace panel 
ponders crisis

JhDDAH, June 5 — The members of the 
Islamic peace mission to settle the war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq ended their first meeting 
“aware of the gravity of the situation." 

The team which was formed by the last 
Islamic summit to bring peace between the 
two warring members of the Organization of 

Islamic Conference, was due to resume meet' 
ing later Saturday night. 

OIC Secretary General Habib Chatti said 
that the foreign ministers in the team will 
prepare draft proposals to be submitted to 
the mission. The mission is composed of the 
presidents of Pakistan. Guinea the second in 
command in Bangladesh, the prime minister 
of Turkey, foreign ministers of Senegal and 
Malaysia, the Chairman of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization Yasser Arafat and 
Chatti. 

Opening the conference President Sekou 
Toure of Guinea.reviewed the efforts of the 
mission so far and what is to be done next. 
Chani spoke about the adverse effects of the 
war on the whole Muslim H*orld and that 
there is a connection between the war and the 
depredations of Israel in the region. "Thai is 
why our attention eonccniratcd on the 
need to end the war at once," he said. 


West was characterized by rising unemploy- 
ment. protectionism and inflation.

But Mitterrand said in his 45-nijnule pre- 
sentation, “'if we are prepared the new tedi- 
nologies will induce the creation of as many 
jobs, if not more, than they eliminate." He 
also said that increased productivity- of up to 
10 percent annually could result. 

liie French plan suggests three strategies: 
An internationally coordinated research 
program, the use of technolt^y to create 
higher employment and better working con- 
ditions, and the revamping of education and 
communications through technology. 

Mitterrand suggest^ that the industrial- 
ized countries foster research investment by 
setting targets fixed in percentages of nations' 
gross national products. This program would 
be coordinated between the private and 
public sectors on an international basis, par- 
ticularly in the areas of energy, telecommuni- 
cations, robotics, electronics and space 
research.

Falklands 

VERSAILLES, June 5 (Rj — Leaders of 
the Western world's seven major industrial 
powers Saturday formally opened a weekend 
of deliberations on possible joint efforts to 
pull their economies out of recession. 

The two presidents and five prime minis- 
ters, who aired their views on the Falklands 
crisis over efinner Friday night, met around a 
circular table in the sumptuous 17ih centurv 
Palace of Versailles. 

Prendi President Francois Minerrand, 
host at the summit which ends Sunday even- 
ing, is urging partidpanisio agree to a system 
of monetary cooperation aimed a t preven ting 
erratic swings in the exchange rates of their 
currencies. 

But die Falklands question re-emerged as 
an issue for the summit overnight when the 
U.S. appeared to puD back from full support 
of Britain after a United Nations Security 
Council vote on a ceasefire in the Anglo- 
Argentine conflict At first the U.S. jofned 
Britain in vetoing a resolution calling for an 
immediate end to hostilities, now centered on 
Port Stanley, the capital, occupied and 
'defended by Argentine forces. 

Later, the American U.N. Ambassador, 
J^ne Kirkpatrick, said she should have abs- 
tained in the vote — as France had done — 
but that her instructions had arrived loo late 
from Secretaiy of State Alexander Haig, who 
is in Versailles with President Reagan. 

British officials accompanying Prime 
Vfinister Margaret Thatcher reacted with 
surprise when they learned of Mrs. Kirkpar- 
rick’sstatemenL i^rlier Friday, affera meet- 
ing in Paris with Presdent Reagan, Mrs. 
'Thatcher said the U.S. had reaffirmed its full 
support for the British stand on the crisis. 

U .S. offid^ in the .American delation a t 
Versailles said the U.N. developments were 
understudy but offered no immediate expla- 
nation of Mis. Kirkpatrick’s statement. 
France abstained although it has expressed 
understanding for Britain's declared deter- 
mination to adiieve an Aigentine withdrawal 
from the Falkalnds. 

Japan, represented at Versailles by Prime 
Minister Zenko Suzuki, voted in favor of the 
resolution, whidi was sponsored bv Panama 
and Spain. 

On the economic front, a possible agree- 
ment on controlling currencx* fluctuations 
was foreshadowed Friday night bv French 
Finance Minister Jacques Delors. 

Bishara leaves 
for London today 

MANAMA, June 5 (AP) ~ Abdullah 
Bishara secrciary-general of the six-nation 
Gulf Cooperation Coundl (GCC). leaves 
Sunday for talks in London and Brussels on 
regional developments and GCC'-huropt; 
relations. 

The Bahrain-based Gulf News Agency- 
said Bishara will discuss "curreni interna- 
tional issues" with British Minister Of State 
for Foreign Affairs Douglas Hurd. 

Hurd was on a Gulf tour earlier this year 
during which he renewed Britain's commit- 
ment to stability in the Gulf region and 
declared Britain would intervene if asked to 
do so by friendly governments in the area. 

After a iwo-day London visit, Bishara is to 
proceed to Brussels for talks on bolstering the 
Gulf Arab states' relations whh the Euro- 
pean Economic Community. The visits 
apparently herald a forward-looking policy 
by the one-year-old CCC which comprises 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, ihe United Arab Emi- 
rates, Bahrain. Qatar and Oman. 


H undreds of casualties reported 

Israeli jets pound 


BEIRUT. June 5 (Agencies) — Israeli 
planes ran amok in several areas in central 
and South Lebanon Saturday for the second 
consecutive day and a spokesman for the 
Palestine New-s Agency Wafa said first 
reports indicated that more than 130 persons 
have been killed and over 250 injured in 
indiscriminate bombincs. 

This, coupled with 70 deaths in Friday's 


raids by the Israelis, is the largest casualty 
figure for any single week since the ceasefire 
came into force between Israel and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization last July. 

In retaliation, Palestinian sheWfiie struck 
massively across North Israel again Saturday 
and Israeli jet bombers and artillery retali- 
ated with attacks into several areas in Leba- 
non.

Argentines will fight to finish 


LONDON, June 5 (Agencies) — Argen- 
tine forcesat Port Stanley are likely to fight to 
the finish in defiance of surrender calls con- 
tained in thou.sands of leaflets dropped over 
the Falklands capital by British Harrier Jump 
jets, Whitehall sources said Sanirday. 

The sources said that the Argentines would 
not surrender without a fight as the Argen- 
tine code/'} honor prex'ented them from 
throwing oown their arms withoui first wag- 
ing a bailie. The Argentines, equipped witii 
powerful artillery including both 155-mm 
and lOS-mm guns, are dug in along a horse- 
shoe shap^ line around Pon Stanley. 

Fears were expressed here for the safety of 
some 250 British civilians who are still in Port 
Stanley behind Argentine lines. It was hoped 
they would be able to shelter in stone and 
concrete houses from the barrage of British 
artillery and naval gunfire aimed at the 
Argentine defenses. Most of the houses in 
Port Stanley are made of wood. 

Secretary ^ State Alexander Haig said in 
Paris Friday night that the United Slates was 
not trying to delay the final assault on Port 
Stanley by British troops encircling the town. 


As British ground forces completed their 
final preparations for the assault, Haig told 
reporters; “We have not suggested a pause. 
We would not presume to. f want to get the 
record straight on that." 

His remarks followed a one-hour meeting 
between President Ronald Reagan and 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher before the 
start of the Versailles economic summit. In 
London, it was stressed that the damp, wet 
and foggy wealherin iheFalklands would not 
delay an attack on the 7,000-strong Argen- 
tine garrison penned in around Pon Stanley. 

Corre^ondents on the Falklands reported 
that British marine commandos had been 
probing the outer ring of Argentine defenses. 
Reconnaissance squads were sent in and the 
Argentines subjected to heavy artillery fire. 
The commanding officer of the marine com- 
mandos told reporters that he was not 
going to “blunder into a hornet's nest for lack 
of preparation." 

He added: “Let us finish what promises to 
be the last lap with good style, without futile 
and unnecessary casualties." 


Lebanon 


With the ceasefire-in tatters. Western dip- 
lomats said the question now was whether 
Israel would follow up the air attacks with a 
full invasion of Lebanon. 

Two Israelis wciv wounded Saturday as the 
shelling resumed and drove residents of north 
Israel bade into their bomb shelters. In Fri- 
day's shelling, one Israeli was killed and two 
were wounded, a spokesman said, though 
Israel radio said about 10 persons were 
wounded. 

Many Palestinian positions were set afire 
Saturday in the woods and on the Mediterra- 
nean beaches south of Beirut along a 5n-kms 
stretch of the southern coastal highw-ay. 
Western correspondents reported seeing 
bodies being pulled out of the debris along 
the road. 

Police said the death loll rose to 70 in Fri- 
day's Israeli raids in southern Beirut when 
seven of Ihe 227 injured died in hospitals. 
The strikes were in retaliation for the attemp- 
ted assassination of Israel's ambassador in 
London Thursday night. 

A PLO communique said Saturday enemy 
w-arplanes bombed and rocketed Palestinian 
positions stretching from the fishing town of 
Damour just south of Beirut down to hilltop 
rocket-launching bases in South Lebanon. 
The U.N. peacekeeping forces in South 
Lebanon and Lebanon's state and privately- 
owried radio stations confirmed the new air 
raids and reported Israeli and Palestinian 
gunners were locked in heavy artillery duels 
on Israel's northern flank. 

The escalating hostilities forced an indefi- 
nite closure of Beirut airport, one of the 
busiest in the Middle East, as well as the 80 
kms coastal raod that links the capita] with 
South Lebanon. 

An AP correspondent was near Damour. 
19 kms south of Beirut, when the planes 
struck, teating apart a SOO-meter section of 
the seaside highway. He saw panicky motor- 
ists caught in massive traffic jams, trying to 
inch their way over a one-time goat path, 
mindful that the planes might return any 
moment. 

Nearby, ami-aircrafi guns opened up at 
one point, sending people diving out of their 
cars and ftantically looking for cover. Some 
pedestrians rushed waist-deep into the sea. 

Even ambulances were unable to get 
through to the victims whose bodies could be 
seen either shattered by bombs or partly 
buried amid rocks and dirt. Shonly after 
midday, Israeli planes made several bombing 
runs over Khaldch. 1 3 kms south of Beirut, in 
addition to Oamour and the coastal town of 
Jive, whose big power plant supplies much of 
Beirut's electricity, the PLO and state radio 
said. 

Among targets hit were the hilltop 
Beaufort Castle and the Aroun Hill overlook- 
ing the Litani River and the town of Hasbaya

SR^2m contracts 
signed for road works 


RIYADH. June S (SPA) ; — Minister .of 
Communications Hussein Mansouri has 
recently signed several contracts for asphalt- 
ing and paving of roads at a cost of SR242 
million. 

One ctf the Hve contracts signed by Mon- 
souri provides for constructing and paving 
the third phase of the 87 kilometer Hail to 
Ola road at a' cost of SR130.2S million. 
Under the second contract, a 103- 
kilometer road linking Abu Al-Rish, Ohod, 
Vamzab and Hodha in Jizan district will be 
built at a cost of SRI. 33 million in a period of 
30 montfis. 

The third contract relates to the carrying 
out of a study, design and supervision of 
1 ,402-kilometer Laila to Quwaieyah to Kheif 
road. The SR7.8 million contract will involve 
a study period of 10 months. A similar con- 
tract worth SRS.89 million provides for the 
study, deagn and supervision of 430- 
kilometer road stretches in Jizan over a 
period of 1 2 months. The last contract is con- 
nected with the designing and superviaon of 
the 34-kilometer Buraldah ring road at a cost 



of SR4.1 million. 

Meanwhile, A/- VadUfioA reported Satur- 
day that a SR160 million contract has been 
awarded to a local fi rm for the construction of 
a new road linking the Kingdom to North 
Yemen. It will have several flyovers to pro- 
vide facility ot movement e^ecially for pil- 
grims. 

The road, which will take three years to 
complete, is part of the Communications 
Ministry's plan to complete the road con- 
struction sdeme in a phased program, with 
special emphasis on providing maximum link 
among the largest possible numbers of vil- 
lages and towns. Ihe plan also includes a 
program to link the Kingdom to neighboring 
states mth„dual jrarriage roads.

The Soviet Embassy here has recently 
expressed irritation concerning the role of 
doctors operating clandestinely in Afghanis- 
tan. Soviet officials said the d^Kiors btvosted 
Afghan rebel morale, and were an important 
source of information on the situation inside 
Afghanistan.

MANAMA. June 5 (Agencies) — British 
Liberal Party leader David Steel was quoted 
Friday as saying European countries and the 
United States should ‘.‘conduct a dialogue”' 
with the Palestine Liberatii>n Organization 
(PLO).

Steel said he will demand *‘a more effective 
attitude” by the British government oii the 
Middle East at the House of Commons, 
according to the account. The Liberal Party 
leader, who earlier visited Kuwait and Saudi. 
Arabia, said he was convinced that a dialogue 


with the PLO was essential and that Europe 
should come up with “a newinitiatiye” on the 
Palestinian issue. 

The Liberal Party leader, who is paying tm 
first official visit to the CSiilf, had earher 
expressed support for the Saudi Arabian 
Middle East peace plaii. While in Abu DhabL 
Steel called on U AE President Sheikh Zayed 
Bin Sultan AI-Nahyan for talks on regional 
and international issues. The plw was 
expected to have come under discussion too. 

According to news agency reports.' the 
Liberal leade^condemned Israeli annexation 
of the Golan Heights and said it was unac- 
ceptable that territories be annexed by a 
unflateila action of the Israeli Knesset. 


India gets draft of no-war pact offer 


ISLAMABAD. Junes (AFP) — Pakistani 
authorities this week handed over a no-war 
pact draft offer to visiting Indian external 
affairs secretary. Ranwar Natwar Singh. 
Associated Press ofPakistan (APP) reported 
Friday. 

Singh, who carried a message from Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi to Pakistani 
President Gen. Muhammad Zia Ul-Haq. also 
met with senior foreign ministry officials for 
talks on Indo-Pakistani ties. 

Following the talks, an agreement was 
reached to renew discussions on Pakistan's 
September no-war pact offer, but no date was 
fixed. APP said the Pakistani draft would

Preliminary discussions on the Pakistani 
proposal were held in New Delhi between 
foreign ministers of the two countries in Feb- 
ruary who agreed to hold Further talks, on the 
matter at foreign secretary-level in 
Islamabad in March. 

The session was canceled however when 
India protested over Pakistan's raising the 
Kashmir issue in a human rights conference 
in Geneva last February. There were no indi- 
cations on whether the current draft refers to 
Kashmir, which has triggered three wars bet- 
ween the two countries since they gained 
independence in 1947 i '

The spectacle of some of the richest states of the world meeting in 
Versailles, at present; ts that of unjpreoedented plenty versus the 
pdvern' of mum bflhe rest of mankhid.^e'U'.S., its West European* 
allies and Japan, are rneeting to review Ihcir performance and'to 
chart out their future economic policies. They will have little or no 
time for the plight of the poor states, the plight of many of which is 
actually getting worse as their populations increase, their resources 
dwindle and their economies suffer from various adverse factors. 

These factors include failing prices for commodity exports, higher 
costs of imported manufactured goods and machinery and decreasing 
foreign aid. 

The U.S.and West Eurt^e have reduced dieir contributions to the 
Third World blaming recesaon whid) is a highly relative term with 
comic undertones for the poorest section of humanity. Apart from 
Israel, other former redpients of American aid will begetting less aid 
at a time of increasing economic adversity. 

Japan has been somewhat less than the most generous aid giver 
and has only recently increased its quota of foreign aid to its needy 
neighbors and those in Africa despite its massive share of their 
markets. 

Manv of the develq)ing countries have to blame their regimes for 
the mess of their economies and ii is not altogether fair to single out 
the ptiudix of foreign aid for their sufferings. But certainly a more 
imnginaiive aid program, shouldered mainly by the West and Japan, 
could have cone some way into alleviating the agonies of the l^ird 
World. Thc'Sovict Linion gives little by way of economic assistance 
and onK lo surrogate states and at hi^er rates of interest. 

In any L'asc, the mujority of dcvelqiing states could have done 
belter for themselves if they had only emulated the examples of some 
of their own teammates, notably South Korea, Singapore and 
Taiwan. Even India has done well de^ite its crippling rate of popula- 
lion growth. 

However, the leaders in Paris might like to look more deeply into 
their policies toward the rest of mankind and whether they are doing 
sontcihing like their best for their benefit. After ajl, they will need 
buxers lor ihcir goods and they cannot sell everything they make to 
^ach other onl\. y

Asylum for Salvadorans sparks row in U.S.

As violence escalates, people are fleeing El Sal- 
vador by the thousands, seeking safety and asylum 
to the north. Nearly all those escaping El Salvador 
make a long and painful journey through the length 
of Mexico, and then illegally enter the United 
States, where they apply for asylum as political 
refugees. 

The dispute between U.S. ofTicials andadvocates 
ofasyluTnhasheenh^ted.The'Rteagan-admlnistra:’ - 
tion argues that many, if not mo^f,iSatv1idb'r8nB vrtio"’ ‘ 
left their country did so for economic, riot politi-.. 
cal .reasons. Those who seek asylum for Salvado- 
rans argue either that all of that country's citizens 
are in danger from the civil unrest, which is political, 
or that economic and political factors are so intert- 
wine in El Salvador tiiat they cannot be separated. 
Some Salvadorans entered the U nited States legally , 
as students or visitors before the violence erupted 
and are now fearful of returning. But even if these 
students and visitors were allowed to reihain. that 
action could trigger demands for asylum for all the 
Salvadorans who entered die country illegally 
before the violence began. 

Lost in the dilute is an obvious fact: The Sal- 
vadorans are applying for asylum to the wTong 
country. Just as people escaping from Eastern 


Europe are safe once they reach Austria, and diose 
leaving their homes in Indochina-are safe in Thai- 
land or Malaysia, so those fleeing £I Salvador's civil 
strife are safe as soon as they enter Mexico. Mexico 
enjoys a stable government, has in the past 
extended asylum to a range of political refugees 
(fro m Leon Tro tsky to the widow of QiiJean Presi- 
dent Salvdor AUende) and has beeii outspoken in 
its concern about human rights during recent con- 
flicts in Central America.Ushares die language and 
the culture of the incoming refugees and can pro- 
vide them with a congenial milieu while they await 
their safe return to El Salvador.

WASHINCjTON — 

Soviet diplomats here say they have spent much 
more time worrying about the U.S. leadership in the 
last 20 years than their American counterparts have 
in trying to determine what is going on behind the 
Kremlin walls. 

In fact, they note, Moscow has witnessed only 
three full-fledged turnovers of power in nearly 65 
years since the Communist revolution ; from Lenin 
to Stalin, from Stalin to Khrushchev and from 
Khrushchev to Brezhnev. The U.S. leadership has 
changed five times since 1963. 

A new drawing by cartoonist Herblock shows 
President Leonid Brezhnev on a reviewing stand 
asking an equally aged colleague : “ Who do you 
think isgaining power in the U.S. ? '' The cartoon is 
a neat turnabout on that staple of political colum- 
nists in the West, speculation about who wiQ suc- 
ceed the ailing 7S-year-old Soviet leader. 

This subject recently got a fresh going over after 
Yuri Andropov was promoted from his post as bead 
of the KGB, the Soviet security police, to be a 
Communist Party secretary and thus a potential 
successor to Brezhnev. 

Since 1963, the U.S. presidency has passed from 
John Kennedy to Lyndon Johnson (because of 
assassination), then to Richard Nixon (election), 
Gerald Ford (resignation), Jimmy Carter (election) 
and now President Reagan, who defeated Carter in 


the 1980 election. 

White it is true that at 75 Brezhnev is not likely to 
be on the scene many more years, the Soviet dip- 
lomats say, Reagan himself is 71, and he faces a 
decision on whether to seek a second four-year 
term in office in 1984. 

Despite ups and downs in U.S.-Soviet ties in 
nearly 30 years since Stalin's death, they say. Krem- 
lin policy has remained relatively consistent in seek- 
ing to advance detente and arms control with the 
West. 

During the same period in Washington, hardlme 
Eisenhower policies were succeeded by a new wil- 
lingness to negotiate arms control agreements 
under Kennedy and, until Soviet troops moved into 
Czechoslovakia in 1968, Johnson. Ilien came the 
election of Nixon, who began a new round of arms 
talks, despite Soviet concern about his reputation as 
a hardline anti-Communist. The 1972 Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT 1) and a ban on 
anti-missile systems resulted. 

But. to the Kremlin's amazement. President 
Nixon was forced out of office by the Watergate 
scandal in 1974. Hissuccessor, Ford, facinga strong 
challenge for renominarion from party conserva- 
tives led by Reagan in U'76, pulled back from a

OPEC chief foresees oil price stability

QUITO — 

The Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) has defeated the industrialized coun- 
tries whid wanted to give it a hammering by build- 
ing up large oil stocks to weaken OPECs hold 
prices. In the wake of this defeat a climate of opin- 
ion is emerging which could produce a period of 
long-term oil price stability through a new relation- 
ship between OPEC and the oil consumers. 

*111656 are the views of OPEC's new president 
Eduardo Ort^a Gomez, Ecuador's oil minister.. 
Speaking to theOftMirerin bis Quito office, Ortega 
was confident that OPEC was pulling through the 
bad patdi in vriiich it has been forced to limit pro- 
duction in order to maintain prices. 

Ortega also took a side swipte at Britain for sel- 
ling its <mI at between S4-S below the market rate. 
He described this as a “stupid" policy whidi only 
benefited middle men in the oil market. Britain was 


trying to “break OPEC said Ort^a but he was 
confident that London would soon bow to the 
“realities of die markets" and realign its prices with 
OPEC. He flatly dismissed earlier su gg estions that 
OPEC might seek some form of coc^ration with 
the North Sea producers. “There is no basis of 
common interest between us," said Ortega. 

Ortega, a non-party minister in Ecuador's gov- 
ernment, <tften uses the woid “realism" when 
describing wbat OPEC should do. He believes that 
pragmatism will bring the oil producers and con- 
sumers together. “The need forstabili^ in oil prices 
was- not ' appreciated before." he says. “Now 
everyone accepts this as important." 

Unlike his predecessor at OPEC, United Arab. 
Emirates Oil Minister Mana Said Oteiba, Ort^a is 
not so quick to blame the oil qjmanies foe causig all 
of OPECs pibblems. He believes that the com- 
panies have exploited the inherent weakness in the 
oil market to get a better deal for diemselves but 
insists that the real villains have been the industrial- 


ized countries wfaidi tried to comer the market by 
building up high stocks. It is thought that indus^al- 
ized oonntri^ stock levels peaked ait around 13D 
days at the end of 1980, falling to an average of 110 
days last . year. That avmge could have faDen to 
about 30 days.

Aliens recall 
life in China

H ARBIN (Depihnews) — “This Harbin, 
this present Harbin has nothing to do widi my 
Harbin, li was very cultured then, theaters 
und wonderful music, clubs ... 1 never think 
iiboiil it because it will never come back."' 

The old woman’s voice trails off, her eyes 
mist over ah the memories of her youth in ^is 
Northern Chinese city, the Paris of the East 
.IS ir wa.s known earlier this century, come 
flooding back. 

Scraphme Fuller, 76. sits crippled with art- 
hritis in a struighi-badced chair in a sparsely 
turnished room, attempting to recall how it 
was, trying to bring back the . frivolous 
memories of a girl of IS. Memories are just 
about all Scraphine. the Russian-born 
divorced wife of an American, has left. 

Fuller, who went to live in Shan^ai ^en 
xhu was IS, was recently transported back to 
Harbin with her dau^ter, Marjorie, 58, a 
lively uomun with a lined face and bad teeth. 
Home for the Fullers is nowa geriatric center, 

.1 draughty red brick building in a down-at- 
heel part of town. 

Harbin, a bustling Soviet outpost before

“But our health 
is now much better. Of course, my mother 
can't walk properly yet. 

She goes on to explain about conditions in 
the Shanghai camp and some of the farmly 
details.'"We were originally American dti- 
.'ens, but in 1930 my mother divorosd my 
lather and wc became Oiinesc citizens airf 
then in 1953 the authorities said they didn't 
recognize us as Chinese citizens. 

“50 we became stateless — we’re bamboo 
.A mericans — and in 1959 they pul us in the 
special camp there we had only two square 

meals a week, aiid of course we had malnutri- 
tion very badly.

They could have let usdie in 
another six months, bat titey brought us to 
Harbin.

“Our emphasis is on'sdf-improvemehti'* 
remarked Zukowski.

If someone can nuke 
a good speedi here vriiere the audience tries 
to give constructive critidsm, then he can go 
to a convention and deliver a talk there." 

Critical the Toastmasters certainly are. 
They tabulate each UH, AH, or pause; the 
track down every fault of grammar and pro- ' 
nundation. Sternly the judge, “Y’oii fiddled 
.witii your visual aids... scared at the floor... 
hdd on to the podium for dear life... didn't 
pause... didn't have a long enough speedi..." 

Generous they are, too. No matter how 
short his talk, every speaker receives 
^plause. Hancis. stay warm in meetings 
because of all the clapping. The educational 
vice president sends encouraging notes to 
new speakers who need a spot of praise. 

On a recent Tuesday night. Bijay BariUiiq 
from India gave an “icebreaker," his first 
^edi as a Toastmaster. Tasneem Shmkh 
from Pakistan delivered his eleventh pre- 
pared speedi, enlivened widi paper planes 
zooming in the air and pretty baubles illus- 
tradrig Us subject, origami or the Japanese 
art of paperfolding. Hassan All discussed the 
nujor functions of language. 

Most of the Toastmasters speak English as 
a second language. The divertity of cultures 
tiiey represent makes Toastmasters here far 
more cosmopolitain than it is in the United 
Sutes. Gear delivery is still as hard as it was 
in the days long ago when young Demosth- 
enes smffed pebbles in bis mouth to practice 
his enundation. It is all the harder if the 
phonology of Engfisb gives trouble, as it is 
bound to do for non-native speakers. But 
Aen, as any Toastmaster can tdl you, “prac- 
tice makes perfect!"

South Koreans watch biannual parting of sea

SEOUL.'South Korea,- Near the island of 
Cbindo. the sea actually parts twice a year, 
the channel of water between the seaside 
linage of Hoedong-ni on Cbindo Island and 
the nearby islet of Modo falls away; leaving 
a wateriess path that is 2.8 km long and 40 
meters wide. 

Tlie spectacle first came to the interna- 
tional public's attention is the mid 1970!s. 
According to Kim Bok-Jin, senior culture 
and information officer of Chindo County, 
former French ambassador to Korea Pierre 
Landy happened to witness the phenome- 
non in March 1975. Landy was visiting the 
area to see the Chindo dog. the only indi- 
genous dog breed in Korea, designated 
National Monument No. 53 by the Korean 
govenunenL 

After his return to France, Landy contri- 
buted an article to a. French newspaper in 
which he described the Korean par^g of 
the sea. Japanese television promptly began 
to promote the event as a marvel, and 
today, crowds of ufl'ta 30,000, many from 
-JjqRan..gathertGHu'atchfl.Tnlact;the partihg' 
of the sea is caiii^d by imique tidal'con'di- 
tions. 

Hours before the actual event, 
^oedong-ni villagers perform a service to 


insure a good harvest of crops and marine 
products. 

The prayers are followed by a festive 
program of' entertainment designed to 
inti^uce Chindo^ folklore to the out-of- 
towners. Surrounded by innumerable islets, 
both inhabited and uninhabited, Chindo 
Island is noted for its songs, ans and folk- 
lore. Through the years, the island has pro- 
duced a lar^ number of renowned singers, 
dancers, painters and calligraphers. 

The entertainment this year was highligh- 
ted by the 10-person performance of 5ik- 
kimgut, which won a gold medal in a Tokyo 
international folk song festival in 1979. 

The audience was also treated to a rendi- 
tion by 30 women of kanggan^uwoUae, a 
circle dance whose origins date to the 
period of Japan's Hideyoshi invasion of 
Korea (1592-1598). At that time, coastal 
villages, pretending to be garrisoned by 
nonexistent troops, sent young girls to the 
seashore to dance around bonfires as if they 
were soldiers on guard, frightening away 
the boats of invading forces. 

These two folklore heritages are included 
in the list of Most Imponant Invisible Cul- 
' tural Assets by the Korean government. ’ 

' When the tide begins to fall, everyone’s 
attention naturally shifts ro the sea. This 
yea?, it was 5 p.m. when ihe impatient 
throngs began to splash into the water that 


was still knee-deep. Five minutes later, the 
sea had parted completely, and thousands 
of spectators gaily gathered shellfish, crabs, 
octopus and other marine life. A 30-man 
farmers' band with traditional flutes, drums 
and gongs struck up a tune, adding to the 
festive mood. The celebrations reached a 
climax at around half past five when hun- 
dreds of hardy villagers from Hoedong-ni 
and Modo greeted each other in «1iat. only 
an hour before, had been the middle of the 
sea. 

The water slowly began to reclaim its bed. 
and the onlookers retreated to the shores. 
By ten past six, the rising tide had com- 
pletely covered the path. 

The waves were lapping against the rocks 
in the mellow afterglow of a spring sunset as 
an aging villager recounted the local legend 
which explains the parting of the sea. 

In 1 480. during the Yi dynasty (1392- 
1910), a high-ranking government official 
named Sohn Dong-Ji and his family were 
banished to the remote island of Chejudo as 
political exiles. 

High winds and rough seas forced them to 
land their, boat , Ti.eac the present site of 
Hbedohg-ni. SoHn and his family founded a 
hamlet, and named it Hodong. literailv 
“tiger village." Tigers were apparently a 
dangerous problem, and after 200 years. 
Soho's descendants derided to embark on a 


search for a new home. 

Two days after the decision, the residents 
quickly packed up and crossed the sea by 
rafts to the islet of Modo. The villagers* 
"exodus" was successful except for one 
thing. In their haste, they had inadvertently- 
left behind their eldest member. Grandma 
Ppong. 

The poor grandmother lived alone for the 
next six months. One night in early spring, 
the Dragon King appeared in her dreams 
and told her she could cross the sea the next 
day on a rainbow' that he would create. 

In the morning, the old woman hurried to 
the shore and knelt on a rock beside the • 
water, ardently hoping for the appearance 
of the rainbow. Late that afternoon, a dune 
resembling a rainbow- rose from the sea, 
linking the two points of land. 

The astonished family of the grand- 
mother rushed across from Modo and 
embraced her with tears of joy. But their 
happiness was shon-lived. Immediately 
after the reunion, fatigue and old age caught 
up with Grandma Ppong, and she quietly 
succumbed. 

Ever . since, the ceremonies for the 
■Dragon King and Grandma Ppong have 
been held at the very rock where she died 
Her family also renewed the rillage from 
Hodong to Hoedong-ni, or "village of 
•eiurning." (YONHAR 


Unity of music transcends Indian differences

DELHI, — There is in India an underlying 
unity far more profound than that produced 
by either geographical isolation or political 
suzerainty. This unity transcends the innum- 
erable diversities of blood, color, language, 
dress, manners and sect. It rests fundamen- 
tally upon the fact that its diverse people have 
developed a type of culture or civilization aH 
their own and utterly difierem from any type 
in the other parts of the world. 

The acceptance, all over India, of the 
authority of the Vedas and other ancient 
scriptures, the use of Sanskrit as a cultural 
link language, and the existence of a single 
system of classical music throughout the 
country are a few among the factors that have 
brought about this synthesis. The origin d 
Indian music itself is traced back to the Sama 
Veda. 

The oldest detailed exposition of Indian 
dance, tbeoiy of music and the theatrical an, 
which has sun/ived tbe ravages of time is the 
Natya Shastra of the sage Bharata. We do not 
know which part of India Bharata hailed 
from, but by the 2nd century A.D. his Natya 
Shastra appears to have become familiar 
even in the Tamil land in tbe South. Poet 
lUankoadigal, author of tbe Silappadikaram, 
gives ample evidence of haring teen femiliar 
w-ith Sanskrit works like the Natya Shastra 
and the Panchatantra. No further testimony 
of the culmral unity of India is needed when 


we remember that travel m those days was 
primitive and hazardous and facilities for 
copying and transporting manuscripts were 
meager. 

Much of the Natya Shastra would have 
remained a sealed book to musicologists but 
for the illuminating commentary 
"Abhinavabharatr writiea by Abhinava 
Gupta (circa 1000 A.D.l, the Kashmiri 
philosopher, polymath and one of the 
pioneers of the Dfavani school of literary cri- 
ticism in Sanskrit. He is stated to have written 
his commentary on Bharala's Natya Shastra 
in a monastery at Pravarapura situated on the 
banks of the river Vitasta. Abhinava Gupta's 
comroemaTy. which is considered one of the 
masterpieces in Sanskrit, is another example 
of the cultural unity of India. 

Between the 9th and the 12th centuries 
A.D. a number of works on music were writ- 
ten in Sanskrit in various parts of India. Sev- 
eral of the authors were rulers in different 
areas. Nanyadeva, author of 'Sarasvati 
Hridayalankara', was king of Magadha and 
appears to be a scion of the Rashtrakuta 
dynasty. Kings Tribhuvanamalla. his son 
Somesvara and grandson Jagadekamalla. 
were all rulers of tbe western Chalukya 
dynast>' and authored books on the theory of 
music. Haripala (circa 1175) was a Chalukya 
king who ruled from Navanagar in Gujarat 
and. strangely enough, wrote his 'Sangita 
Sudhakara’ at Srirangam on the banks of the 
river Kaveri in South India. Somabhupala 


was also a ruler (circa J180) and his work 
‘Sangita Ralnavalf. though small, contains 
powerful writing on many points. 

All these works, written in different pans 
of India, paved the way for Sarangadeva's 
magnum opus “Sangita Ratnakara", written 
around 1230 A.D. This work is a masterpiece 
by any standard and represents the time- 
honored opinions of established schools of 
music, opinions which vary from later ideasof 
tbe ever-changing world of music. Writers 
like the Mewar ruler. Kumbhakarna, and 
Raghunatha Nayak of Thanjavur complain of 
Sarangadeva's ways but blindly follow him, 
thus revealing the strong grip of the work on 
the minds of music expens. 

Sarangadeva was a colorful personality and 
a true symbol of the cultural unity of India. 
He was of Kashmiri stock and belonged to the 
family of a varshaganarishi. In addition to 
being highly erudite in music and dance, he 
was also a w-riter on philosophy and wrote 
‘Adhyatma Viveka'. 

The Sangita Ratnakara is the epitome of all 
the knowledge on music available in Saran- 
gadeva's time. The imponance attached to 
this work by later writers is evident from the 
many commentaries written on it by scholars 
from different parts of India. The best com- 
mentary seems to be the ‘ Kalanidhf of Chat- 
ura Kallinatha. court pandit of Deva Raya n 
(1446- 1 465 ) who ruled over the Vijayanagar 
empire. 

An earlier commentary on the Sangita 
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Ratnakara was by Simha Bhupala (14th cen- 
turvO, ruler of a Kingdom near the Vindhyas. 
Kumbhakarna wrote ‘sangitaraja' and a 
commentary on poet Jayadeva's Gita Gov- 
inda'. There is A Hindi commentary on 
Sarangadeva's work by Gangaram and two in 
Telugu. In Tamil, there is a metrical version 
of the Sangita Ratnakara, the manuscript of 
which is preserved in the Sarasvati Mahal 
library in Thanjavur. Thus, within a few cen- 
turies after it was written, the Sangita Rat- 
nakara became popular even in remote parts 
of the country. 

The fact that there was only one classical 
system of music throughout India, and that 
Sanskrit was the link language of Indian cul- 
ture. is nowhere more evident than in the 
numerous works on music written in Sanskrit 
by South Indian authors. The first among 
them is Jaya Senapati (area 1249), master of 
the elephant (corps) under Ganapati, King of 
Warrangal in Andhra Pradesh. His 
'Nrityaratnavalf, in eight sections, written in 
a powerful and florid style, shows he was a 
profound scholar and master of rhetoric. 

Gopal Nayaka (1295-1315) is another 
musical giant and perhaps a musicologist 
also, who figures in some ^uth Indian works, 
on music. Tt is said he was a South Indian (this 
is, however, a controversial point) and was 
taken along by Alauddin Khilji to the nonh. 
He is stated to have had frequent discussions 
on music with Amir Khusro, the poet and 
musician. 

According to Kallinatha, Gopal Nayaka 
was not only unrivalled in the practice of 
music but also the author of some treatises. 
Venkaiamakhi (circa 1620), in his "Chaiur- 
dandi Prakasika'. pays a tribute to Gopal 
Nayaka as a renowned singer of 'Chatur- 
dandf i.o. Gita. Prabandha. Thaya and 
Alapa. 

A succession of rulers of the Vijayanagar 
empire were patrons of music and other fine 
arts and encouraged scholars to write books 
on the theory of music. During the reign of 
Rama Raja, son-in-law of the great Krishna 
Devaraya. musicologist Ramamaiya was 
commissioned to write a work on music, 
reconciling the different schools then exist- 
ing. Ramamatya completed his 'Svaramela 
Kalanidhi' in 1550 A.D. It is noteworthy that 
when V.N. Bhatkhande, the xenowed 
musicologist of Maharashtra, toured Tamil- 
nadu in search of manuscripts on music, he 
was able to secure a copy of the 'Svaramela 
Kalanidhf. which he later published in Bom- 
bay with notes in Marathi. 

Seventy years after Ramamatyas work 
came Venkatamakhi, a great luminary in 
Indian music, whose 'Chaturdandi Prakasika' 
revolutionalised the very nature of Karnatic 
music. He was the son of Govinda Dikshiiar, 
a minister to two successive rulers of Than- 
javur, and himself the author of a treatise 
called ‘Sangita SudhanidhP. 
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Filipino inventors develop versatile products

MANILA (Depthnews) — It is light' 
weight, waterproof, fire retardant, and nail* 
able without cracking. It can be cut by ordi- 
nary saw without splintering, and can be 
formed into different shapes. 

It is so versatile that when used as a corru- 
gated sheet for roofing, it is cheaper than 
galvanized iron. It can be used as flooring, 
walling, door, window, septic tank, furniture 
i Te^inets and even as building tiles. It is strong 
r j^^ugh to be a railroad tie it can be made into 
' pipes, electric poles and manholes. Yellow or 
white traffic lines can be incorporated in road 
building by pouring colored versions of the 
materid in the pavement. 

The material is called “cultured cement'* 
by its inventor Adriano Alfonso, wbo 
promptly won the solid gold medal from the 
World Intellectual Property Organization 
(WIPO) and the Presidential Award during 
the 16th National Investors Week held here 
recently. 

Alfonso, who won a prize last year for a 
lightweight, durable and effident toilet bowl 
than can be flushed with only one gallon of 
water, plans to market cultured cement this 
year. He said commercial production is about 
to start after flve years of testing his invention 
under all weather conditions.

‘MADRID, June S (R) — The Spanish 
cabinet has ordered the state prosecutor to 
appeal against the acquittals and what h con- 
sidered light sentences decided on by a 
court-martial in the case of 33 persons 
charged in connection with an attempted 
right-wing military coup last year. 

A government statement Friday night said 
the cabinet also decided to submit a draft law 
to parliament proposing a partial reform of 
the military justice code under which the 32 
officers and one civilian were tried. The draft 
would be aimed at limiting the jurisdiction of 
military courts, especially concerning crimes 

Top Republican 
killed in Dublin 

DUBLIN, Ireland, June 5 (AP) — Rim 
Flynn, a senior member of the Irish Republi- 
can Soci^ist Party, was killed by two gimraen 
in downtown Dublin Friday in what police 
sources said was a feud between rival factions 
of the Marxist movement aliied to the Irish 
Republican Army. 

A poUce. spokesman said Flynn, 27, was hit 
in the head and chest at point-blank range as 
he left a hotel in the Nonh Strand district. 
100 yards from where IRSP founder Seamus 
Costello was assassinated Oct. 5, 1977. 

Police reported Flynn died in an ambul- 
ance on his way to ho^ital. The assassins fled 
on a tdbtorcycle. Flynn came from Crossmag- 
len in British-ruled Northern Ireland. 

No extremist organization has claimed 
responsibility for the slaying. But it b the 
latest in a string of recent attacks on promi- 
nent figures in the IRSP and its military wing, 
the outlawed Irish National Liberation 
Army. 

Well-informed sources, who asked not to 
be identified, said several of the shootings 
have stemmed from a feud between IRSP- 
INLA factions in Dublin and Belfast for con- 
trol of the movement. 

Harry Fljim. a senior IRSP official in Dub- 
lin and no relation to Jim Flynn, was seriously 
wounded in a machine-gun attack in a Dublin 
hotel last November. A Belfast IRSP leader 
was wounded in an attack in January. 

‘ The INLA, like the Provisional IRA. is 
fighting to end British rule in Northern Ire- 
land and reunite the Protestant-dominated 
province with the overwhelmingly Roman 
Catholic republic. It seeks to set up an all- 
Ireland Socialist “workers' state." 

The IRSP was formed in 1 975 when, led by 
Costello, it broke away from the leftist “o£G- 
ciaT' in an ideological feud. Its early 
months were marked by bitter vendetta with 
the“offidols” in which scores of people were- 
killed or wounded. 


against the crown, state institutions and con- 
stitutional powers, political sources said. 

The court-martial sentenced two senior 
officers charged with military rebellion to 30 
years imprisonment Thurs<tey but recom- 
mended that they should serve only 20 years. 
Eleven of the 31 remaining defen^nts were 
acquitted and others given much lighter sen- 
tences. Eleven other officers were idlowed to 
stay in the army. 

Membeis of tbe goverament, Che opposi- 
tion Socialist Party and the centrist and hl}- 
eral press have condemned the sentences. 
Soct^ist Party leader Felipe Gonzalez told a 
news conference Friday the verdicts 
endangered democracy. He said the court- 
martial was “eminently political." 

Former Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez, 
whose resignation receded the abortive coupj 
wrote in die fiberal newspaper£/^au that the 
court was wrong to concentrate all the 
responsibility on the two main defendants. 

Friday’s ofGdal statement, read by Prime 
Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo in a tele- 
vised address, said tbe government agreed 
with some of tbe sentences handed down, 
particularly with the 30-year prison terms. 
These were given to Lt. Coi. Antonio Tejero 
Molina, 30, who stormed parliament with 
civil guards, and Jaime Milans del Bosch, 66, 
who ordered tanks onto tbe streets of Valen- 
cia in support. , 

But it expressed dbagreement with the 
court-martins appraisal of some of the 
crimes and the reasoning behind some of the 
sentences. The government particularly 
rejected tbe militaiy tribunars reasoning that 
some of the defendants were dctiog with due 
obedience on tbe night of the coup until the 
moment King Juan Carlos publicly inter- 
vened, the statement said. 

It said the government objected to this 
reasoning on political and constitutional 
grounds because these defendants manifestly 
disobeyed the prime minister and the gov- 
ernment during tbeir 1 8-hour occupation of 
parliament, violating their legal and constitu- 
tional obligations.

CARACAS, June 5 (R) — Venezuela and 
Peru have said that they will not take part in 
annual joint naval maneuvers with the 
United States this year. “Venezuela has with* 
drawn from the Unitas operation," Foreign 
Minister Alberto Zambrano told Reuters 
Friday night shortly before meeting Argen- 
tine Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa Mendez 
tor talks on the Fulklands conflict.. - 

"Tlie Caribbean isa peace zone and there- 
fore maneuvers which can turn it into a milit- 
ary theater are not appropriate," he added. 

In Lima, Peruvian Prime Minister Manuel 
Ulloa told a news conference that his coun^ 
would not take part in the maneuvers. He 
gave no reason but both Peru and Venezuela 
have taken a .strong pro-Argendne stand on 
the Falklaxtds crisis. 

The Unitas operation irtvolves joint exer- 
cises by U.S. and Latin American navies. 
Meanwhile, Peruvian President Fernando 
Belaunde Terry sent French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand a message urging him to use 
the current Western economic summit in 
Versailles to press for a Falklands ceasefire. 

Terry, who has attempted two ceasefire 
initiatives of his own, also asked Mitterrand, 
to use the summit to achieve “the creation of 
a suitable and worthy climate for diplomatic 
negotiations to end the. conflict." The mes- 
sage was quoted by the offidal Peruvian news 
agency. Andina. 

In Rio de Janeico, William Rogers, a 
former U.S. •undersecretay of state for 
economic affairs, said the Falklands crisis 
could lead to increased military spending in 
Latin America, as states there sought to 
ensure that they were adequately defended 
from outside aggression. 

Rogers told joumaiists that in siding with 
Briiain in the dispute, the United Slates was 
defending the principle that force should not 
he used to settle international dilutes. “No 
douln we will pay a high price in Latin 
America for supporting that principle," he 
addcii. But in Belize, Prime Minister George 
Price reiieroied his support for Britain in the 
crisis and said he did not think that U JS, sup- 
port for Britain would harm U.S. interests in 
Latin America.

jHuge cloud blocking sun 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, California, June 5 were shorter.’ 


(AP) — A mammoth explosion of a Mexi- 
can volcano has spread a huge cloud of ash 
and sulfuric add 17 miles above the earth 
that is inieifering with sunlight in Hawaii. 
Japan and tropical regions, sdeniists said. 

It is too soon to tell whedier the cloud 
fiom the April 4 explosion of Qiinchonal 
volcano in southeast Mexico, which killed 
22 persons, will alter the earth's climate this 
year, said James Pollack of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration's 
Ames Researdi Center. 

But it is pOKtble that the eruption that 
belched 10 million tons ctf ddMis into the 
upper atmosphere — at least 10 times as 
much as produced by Mount St. Helens — : 
could produce climatic changes sinular to 
the 18 15 eruption of Tambora in Indonesia, 
Pollack said. Hesaid, however, it should not 
threaten the health dl life on earth. 

The Tambora explosion killed 12,000 
persons and produced what officials called 
the “year of no summer" in the New Eng- 
land area of the United States and brought 
ice to London's Thames River. 

“At the end of the 1 9th century there was 
a period when many large explosive vol- 
canic eruptions occurred on (the island of) 
Krakarau," Pollack said. “During thattime 
temperatures were colder, sea ice tended to 
move farther south and growing seasons 


CbindionaFs first eruption came a week 
before the main volcanic explosion on April 
4. The debris, including heavier ash parti- 
cles that dsripate in a few months and sulfur 
gases convened by sunlight to sulfuric acid, 
had reached Hawaii by April 9. 

The debris arrived over Japan by April 
18, covered the Red Sea by April 21 and 
had circled the globe by the end of the 
month. The ash and add are combining to 
reflect or “scatter" sunlight as it readies the 
outer atmo^here. The effect. Pollack 
explained, could be slightly higher tempera- 
tures in the upper atmosphere and cooler 
temperatures on earth. 

“Even a thin cloud is enough to reduce 
the temperature by one degree," said Ames 
spokesman Pete Waller. In tropical regions, 
tests have shown that 25 percent to 50 per- 
cent of sunlight reaching earth has been 
scattered by the Qiincbonal cloud, and the 
sun's rays reaching earth in that region may 
be reduced by 10 percent to 20 percent. 

Similar interference mth sunlight is 
occurring in Hawail<and Japan, where tests 
in(ficate the cloud is 1 ,000 times greater in 
volume than the normal atmo^here at that 
altitude. 

Pollack said the cloud should not cause 
any health problems, although the sulfuric 
add particle could remain aloft for a year 
or longer. >

Russians form peace group 


MOSCOW, Junes (R) — A group of Rus- 
sians Saturday called a pre^ conference for 
Western journalists to launch what they cal- 
led the Soviet Union's first unofficial inde- 
pendent peace movement. 

The 1 1 members of the group said their 
aims were not in conflict with those of the 
Kremlin and they were not dissidents. But 
they said the Soviet Union's existing official 
peace movement merely echoed Communist 
Party initiatives and it was time for the 
public to start putting forward its own ideas. 

“ We do not want to be a counterweight to 
them, but to work alongside them,"* a 
spokesman for the. group said. "We don't 
expect the authorities to cooperate with us 
because we feel the struggle for peace should 
.be independent. But we think the Soviet gov- 
ernment wants peace," said Sergei Batovrin. a 
25-year-old artist. 

Batovrin and three other members of the 
group said they were, seeking to emigrate 
from the Soviet Union but denied that this 
was in any way linked to their initiative. 

Other members of the group, which 
included a doctor ja pKllologiM, adenialiechni- 
dan. twp mathematiciaifis, ttyu engine^ and. 
tMfve*'pbysicffits»'Sai'd had oevearbeen ' 
involved before in any unofficial activities. 


They said they had written to President 
Leonid Brezhnev and to the Soviet press and 
were hoping to collect signatures for an 
appeal to governments and pubUc opinion in 
the United States and the Soviet Union. They 
hoped to make contact whh unoffidal peace 
groups in East Germany and Hungary, but 
their main aim was to set up a joint movement 
with peace activists in the United States. 

The group has adopted its own peace sym- 
bol which combines the Western "ban-ihe 
bomb" sign with the peace dove, a favorite 
insignia of the Soviet official peace move- 
ment. In its typewTitten appeal to U.S. and 
Soviet governments and to public opinion in 
both countries, the group said the balan.ee of 
tenor should be replaced by trust between 
peoples. 

In another development, a Soviet dtizen 
ended a 26-day hunger strike Friday after 
being told by authorities that he can leave for 
the United Slates to join his American wife.

S. Africa court 
to admit dying 
man’s statement 

PRETORIA. June 5 (R) — A statement 
made by a white trade union leader hours 
before he died in police detention should be 
admitted as evidence at an inquest into his 
death, the Transvaal province supreme court 
has ruled. 

Dr. Neil Aggett, the first while to die in 
security police detention, alleged in the 
statement he had been assaulted and sub- 
jected to electric shocks. The statement was 
published by a number of newspapersand the 
South African Press Association (SAPA) 
Thursday. 

The statement was reported to have been 
dictated to a policewoman in Feb. 4, about 14 
hours before Dr. Aggett was found hanged in 
his cell at Johannesburg's John Vorster 
Square police headquarters. Police have said 
bis death wassuicide.Lawyers for Dr. Aggetl's 
family submitted the statement as evidence at 
the inquest. 

Tfae inquest wa.<s postponed for a third time 
this week pending the outcome of the sup- 
reme court ruling on the issue, whidi had 
been sought by the state. Lawyers represent- 
ing the minister of law and order had 
objected to its admission as evidence because 
they said its validity could not be tested under 
cross-examination. 

But two supreme court justices sitting 
together Friday ruled it would not be irregu- 
lar to admit the statement as pan of the 
documentary evidence presented to the 
inquest, whidt isduetobe resumed Monday. 

In the statement. Dr. Aggett said he had 
been hit and kicked on Jan. 4 this year and 
given electric shocks with his hands handcuf- 
fe d behind his back on the night of Jan. 2 9. 

^Ambulance for whited 
ignores bleeding blacl^ 

JOHANNESBURG, June 5 (AFP) 
— The driver of a “whites only" ambul- 
ance refused to convey a seriously injured 
black worker because it was “against pro- 
vincial regulations", it was reported here 
Saturday. 

Johannes Moisenj, who lost all his fin- 
gers and sustained other injuries when a 
drum of thinners exploded at a factory in 
Balfour. Cape Pri'vince. lay bleeding for 
four hours before he was fetched by 
another ambulance. 

While a w'hite colleague, injured in the 
same explosion. v,&s taken to the hospital, 
Moiseni. who had to be taken to the hospi- 
taTs black section, was left behind deliri- 
ous with pain, the report said. 

Ambulance driver J.S. Lombard was 
quoted as saying he would have liked to 
convey Moiseni "more than anything", he 
added, "to demonstrate thot we are not

Sophia freed from jail 


CASERTA. Italy. June .5 (Agencies) — 
Film actress Sophia Loren was freed from jail 
early Saturday after serving just over half of a 
30-day sentence for tax evasion — and was 
promptly involved in a crash with a police car. 

Loren. 47. smiled cheerfully behind a pair 
of large tinted spectacles as she walked 
through the arched prison gateway after 
spending her 1 7th night in a cell. She stepped 
into her expensive silver-grey Mercedes 
saloon which was rammed in the back by a 
police escort car as it nosed its way through a 
crowd of waitiug joumaiists. 

Loren, grajued parole on Thursday, had 
to spend an extra two nights in jail because of 
bureaucratic delays. She had to wait for a 
special license before she could leave the jail 
in this southern Italian town near Naples. 

She returned to Italy from Geneva last 
month to serv'e her sentence for a 1963 tax 
offense which she had always said was an 
accident caused by wrong financial advice. 


The actress, wearing a white trouser suit 
and a red scarf, made no comment to journal- 
ists as she was finally whisked away through 
the back streets of the town, the rear lights of 
her car smashed in the collision with the 

police escort vehicle. 

Judge Cinzia Simonelli signed an order 
Friday allowing Miss Loren a fuli Il-uvc. 
Under Italian law. prisoners sentence J to less 
than six months are eligible for leave of up to 
45 days after sen'ing half of their sentences. 
The leave amounts to a reduction ol sen- 
tence. 

The judge gave no reason for granting the 
leave, but said earlier that Miss Loren was a 
"model prisoner.'* On Thursday, her lawyer 
Vincenzo Sepe argued in a court of appeal in 
Naples that Miss Loren should be released 
because she had to begin work on her new 
film.

Life-supporting soil, w aicr 
and forest systems were mismanaged and 
destroyed, while the building of weapons of 
mass destruction also threatened the world, 
the statement said.

As stocks run down . . EFTA voices

West’s oil worries protectionism

LONDON, Juoe S (R) — The West may 
have let its oil stocks run down too far in the 
recent oil glut, with the risk that further Mid- 
dle East flare-ups might cause panic buying 
and a spurt in prices, oil market operators 
said. 

The operators in the spot, non-contract, oU 
market, based in Rotterdam and London, 
said they are closely monitoring latest 
develc^ments in the Iraq/Iran and Arab/ 
Israeli conflicts. 

There is no panic yet. But one London 
crude oil broker said there is more indecision 
in the market and said there is little point in 
selling now, when there is so mud uncer- 
tainty. As a result of inactivity, the free mar- 
,ket price for Saudi Arabian light crude, the 
key oil in international trade, drifted to a 

barrel Friday from $33.40 Wednesday. 

But Rotterdam traders said any factor 
whidi affects Middle East supplies will have a 
dramatic impact on prices because of the cur- 
rent low lev'el of oil company stocks. 

Oil companies built-up large stocks to 
cushion customers against Middle East sup- 
ply disruptions in 1979 and Iran's revolution

U.S., EEC bid 
to end steel tangle 

WASHINGTON, June 5 (AFP) — Inten- 
sified discussions on the steel stockpile bet- 
ween the United States and Western Europe 
are discreetly taking place in a bid to defuse, 
an imminent U.S. government judgment on 
the issue, informed sources have said here. • 

The U.S. Department of Commerce is to 
rule on complaints by U.S. steelmen that 
their European Economic Community 
(EEC) competitors are dumping subsidized 
steel in the U.S. market. 

The Commerce Department refused to 
confirm that negotiations with the European 
Commission were taking place but it released 
statement saying that Commerce Seaetary 
Malcolm Baldridge was open to approaches 
from all parties,' and that talks were being 
intensified as Thursday's deadline 
approaches. An informed source said EEC 
Steel Commissioner Davignon might arrive 
here next week to add thrust to the- negotia- 
tions.

HELSINKI, June S (R) — Mhusters of the 
European Free Trade Assodation (EFTA) 
have said they were concerned over growing 
protectionism, which could only depress real 
income levels and employment in trading 
countries. 

EFTA links Sweden, Norway Iceland, Fin- 
land, Portugal, Austria and ^itzerland. A 
statement issued after a EFTA ministerial 
meeting noted with great concern the increas- 
ing recourse to bilateral arrangement and 
sectoral measures, and various kinds of sub- 
sidies, dueatening thefunctioningoftheopea 
multi-lateral trading to whidi EFTA coun- 
tries were committed. 

It said the open econoimes of the EFTA 
countries, whkji were highly dependent on 
foreign trade, made . them e^daJly exposed 
to the impact of protectionism. 

The ministers emphasized the need for sus- 
tained efforts by EFTA countries to fi^t pro- 
tectionist tendendes. This should be done not 
only within EFT A. but also such bodies as the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) and the Ge nera l 
Agreement on. . Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
the statement said. 


Recession deals blow to kids 


f^NILA, June 5 (AFP) — The globai 
economic recession which began two years 
ago Will exact a heavy toll on the lives of 
chOdrei^a United Nations Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) official said here Saturday. * 
The mortality rate of children was 
expected to go up by 2 to 3 million annually in 
this decade, L^CEF executive director 
James P. Grant told a press conference here. 

He said recent studies indicated that the 
worldwide economic slowdown would com- 
pound the worldwide struggle to reduce 
infrnt mortality. 

Grant noted that global recession would 
have hs heaviest impact on the poorest coun- 
tries and the poorest people, particularly the 
children who were le^ able to do anything 
about their situation. 

Although the worldwide mortality rate had 
been reduced, recent UNICEF estimates 
indicated that 2 to 3 miUion more children 
would be added to the 17 miUion frtalities 
recorded annually all over the world due to 
poor economic conditions. 


Grant, who is also U.N. undersecretary 
general, appealed to all governments to give 
increased attention to chfldren, particularly 
in the areas of nutrition, education, primary 
health and immunization, to help re^ce the 
daily worldwide mortality rate of more than 
40,000. 

Appealing for more finandal support 
Grant said the SIO billion spent every wmek 
on defense expenditures worldwide would go 
a long way toward saving several million lives 
a year. 

The amount would be small because itwas 
only 20 percent of the world's spending on 
totecco. In spite of the woridwi^ recession 
Grant noted that the contributions from pri- 
vate and government sources received by 
UNICEF this yd'ar still rose by 25 percent in 
real terms over 1981. 

He singled out contributions from seven 
Arab Guff states whose new fond provides 
$25 miUion to UNICEF every year, and from 
Italy whose contribution increased from 
$500,000 in 1979 to $30 miUion this year.

Fed swears by monetary policy 


WASHINGTON, June 5 (R) — Com- 
pbinis tihoui U.S. monetaiy’ policy and hi g h 
imurvsi rales are preoccupying the VersaiHes 
Kunimii, bin ihe Federal Reserve Board, 
which sets U.S. monetary policy, appears 
determined to stay the course. 

Most erf ihe foreign leaders feel excessK'e 
yeliunce on monetary policy has kept U.S. 
inicrest rates intolerably high and helped 
drive both the United States and its major 
piinners into ihe economic doldrums. 

Bui the board's policy has been strongly 
supported by the administration and Presi- 
dent Rcugan is unlikely to offer any accom- 
modation at Versailles. 

In interviews nith Reuters and in public 
siuiemenis, most Federal Reserve Board 
members said the money .supply was growing 
fast enough to allow un economic recovery 
this yeaij and they are reluctant to make any 
changes 'in existing money growth targets. 
''There is a reluctance to raise the targets 
because it ix a signal that could very well be 
misinterpreted by the (financial) markets.” 
Federal Reserve Governor Charles Partee 
told Reuters. .. 

"If the markergels the impression we are 


acting in a way to heat up inflation, it (allow- 
ing'more nioney growth) could very well be 
counterproductive," Parte said. 

Some of his colleagues fear the board has 
already sent some wxong signals by allowing 
the money supply to rise faster than the offi- 
cial 2.5“to-5.5 percent target growth range. 

Ai a recent meeting of the board's 
policymaking open market committee, two 
member voted for more restrictive nioney 
growth. 

Governor Henry Wallidi said the board 
should attempt to restrain the rate of 
economic recovery in order to maintain 
downward pressure on prices. 

Governor Nancy Teeters, who said the 
economy is looking weaker than expected, is 
the onlyr 'board member currently inclined to 
ease mon^ policy, but that is a long-held 
view.' Las^ February, she voted against the 
current targets because she felt they were 
restrictive. The general view of the board is 
best indicated by Chairman Paul Volcker’s 
repeated insistence that it is on the right 
track.

RCN general secrcia^’ Dame Catherine Hall 
said: “Nurses are saying very clearly that the 
6.4-percenl pay offer is not enough. They 
must have more now." 

The strike in England. Scotland and Wales 

— with a partly walkout in northern Ireland 

— was backed by the umbrella federation, 
the Trades Union Congress. 

Poles face price 
hikes in autumn 

WARSAW. June 5 (AFP) — Polish 
authorities will raise the price of tea, coffee, 
postage and rail and urban transport in the 
autumn. Minister Zygmunt Krasinski quoted 
Saturday by the Polish news agency PAP 
announced. 

He noted that the increases followed food 
price rises since the be^nning of the year. 
These prices have risen by 219 percent 
although this figure has never been given 
officially. 

The minister said that as a result of the 
increases, the largely rationed food market 
had returned generally to balanced trading 
conditions since March. 

But he said that the market in industrial 
goods, where prices have risen by an average 
erf 98 percent, was far from improving. Only 
thepoorest members of society would receive 
extra payments to meet the new price rises, 
the minister said.

Trading was generally thin and dealers 
pointed out that few dealers wanted to take 
positions cm currencies before the final out- 
come of the Versailles economic summit 
had been knowm. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices 
steadied over the weekend to take gold'.s 
closing level to $319.50 an ounce in New 
York, but still lower than the previous Fri- 
day's closing at $323.50. Silver, however, 
continued to crash and prices dosed at 
S5.S6 — the lowest since February 1978. 
Once again bullion dealers were divided in 
their forecasts on how bullion price.s would 
perform over the coming few months with 
some suggesting that an agreement to 
reduce interest rates in general, and U.S. 
interest rates in particular, could yet see a 
revival in gold and silver's fortunes. 

In the local markets, Saturday saw rival 
rates ease slightly back from the high clos- 
ing levels seen Thursday, but dealers noted 
that depogt levels have generally continued 


to remain high. The one-motuh JIBOR 
bid-offer rate opened at 13’'3 - 14 percent, 
rose to 13‘‘‘'S - 14 Vs percent before falling 
back to opening levels. Short dated f: Js 
were in mudi demand at 13Vs to 14V; cr- 
cent for week fixed, while in the longer 
tenors the one-year was quoted at 1.1 = 4 - 

13^'4 percent. 

Both in the local markets and in the 
Bahraini-based OBU's — offshore bunking 
units — dcalens said that the present tight- 
ening was expected and was due to the 
pre-Ramadan and Eid holidays liquidity 
“slow down” but other bankers noted that 
liquidity injections were still making their 
way into the market.

"Will 
lead to a revision of relations and the inten- 
sification of South-South relations.”

Herrera 
Campins said such negoiiaiions still rep- 
resented hope for “attaining a true peace”

Meanwhile, the Inter-African Socialist 
General Council meeting in Banjul focused 
talks on the Nonh-Soutii dialogue about 
re^aping economic relations between rich 
and poor nations. 

Gambian President Sir Dawda Jawara. in 
opening the meeting before eight of the 
coundl's 10 members, stressed the need to 
restart the long-stalled North-South talks in a 
bid to resolve developing countries' 
economic and financial problems. 


On relations with the Soviet Union, 
Reagan said the problem of credits should be 
seen in the context of defense.

Reagan said he was satisfied uiih Japan's 
efforts to increase militarx spending. 

Suzuki stressed his concern over the threat 
which could be posed by Ihe Soviet Union's 
movement of strategic arms toward the 
Communist Chinese frontier if the number of 
these weapons in Europe was reduced.

For maiden French Open crown 
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Martina quells Ja^r ’s challenge 


Paris, June 5 (R) — Second-seed Mar- 
lina Navraiilova prevailed in a desperate 
first-set struggle and then raced away with 
the second to beat American teenager 
Andrea Jaeger 7-6, 6-1 in the women's final 
of the Frendi Open Tennis Championships 
Saturday. 

On a day of blazing sunshine, Navratilova, 
born in Prague but now a naturalized Ameri- 
can, heaved an audible sigh of relief when she 
clinched the first set after six breaks of serve. 
In the second set she settled down to her 
normal, attacking game, giving Jaeger no 
chance to dominate with her looping, top- 
spun groundstrokes to the baseline. 

After being presented with the trophy, 
Navratilova cold the 16,000 center-court 
crowd at the Roland Garros Stadium: “I 
think we have shown you that women can 
play good tennis.” 

Navratilova's victory — worth S50,000 — 
also proved the point that she has been mak- 
ing throughout the tournament, chat she has 
been consistently underrated on clay. In the 
early rounds she was in stunning form as she 
progressed toward her first French title. Her 
best previous performance here was finishing 
runner-up to Chris Even-Lioyd seven vears 
ago. 


Throughout the tournament she dropped 
only one set to Kathy Rinaldi of the United 
States in the fourth round. Saturday she 
swept into a two-game lead before Jaeger had 
dme to settle down. But she was unable to 
maintain this early surge and Jaeger, who 
collected $25,000, look^ capable of running 
her close. Jaeger broke for a 5-4 lead but 
cracked under pressure. In the tiebreaker 
Jaeger needed only one point to take the scl 
But Navratilova came back to win. But in the 
second set Navratilova's power and the qual- 
ity of her strokeplay proved irresistibleand in 
the end her 17-year-oId opponent had kept 
her on court for just 100 minutes. 

Jaeger, aged 17 years and one day, was the 
youngest singles finab'st in French Open his- 
tory. She staged a fine fight. But Navratilova, 
25, lasted the pace better in the hot sun and in 
the end the strength oi her hitdng turned the 
match. 

Later Jaeger complained thacher concent- 
radon had been disturbed by Navratilova's 
coach, Reneee Richards, and her friend, 
Nancy Ueberman, giving signals and instruc- 
tions from the stands. '*It's definitely against 
the rules. They told her waht to do every 
game and that just blew my concentradon. It 
was sort of annoying. It's not really that fair,”

Milt Ottey shattered the Commonwealth 
men's high jump record and Del Davis of the 
United States equaled the American record 
as both cleared 7 feet inches (2.31 met- 
ers) at the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) Track and Field 
Championships here Friday night. 

' Jamaican-born Oney was declared the 
winner on fewer misses in some of the best 
high jump performance in the history of the 
sport. Eight jumpers cleared 7 feet 5 inches 
(2.26 meters) and five jumped 7 feet 6V4 
inches (2.29 meters) in the competition at 
Brigham Young University. 

Ottey and Davis both made three attempts 
at a world record 7 feet 9-Va inches (2.37 
meters), with Ottey coming closest on his 
second attempt. The world record is 2.36 
meters (7 feet 8-V4 inches), set by East Ger- 
many's Gerd Wessinghage in 1980. The per- 
formance left Ottey and Davis sharing sixth 
place with Dwight Sronn of the United 
States in the all-time high jump list. 


Meanwhile, a 24-year-oId Soviet athlete 
Sergei Litvinov set a wprid hammer throw 
record of 83.98 meters the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported. Litvinov was compet- 
ing in an army sports meeting in Moscow. The 
previous record of 81.80 was set by Yuri 
Sedykh, also of the Soviet Union, in 1980. 

Britain's Sebastian Coe, world cecord hol- 
der for 800 meters, 1,000 meters and the 
mile, attempts to add the 2,000 meters to his 
collection when he runs in an Invitation event 
in Bordeaux, south west France. 

Event organizers say Coe, 25, has a good 
chance of beating Zealander John Walker's 
record of four minutes 51.4 seconds set in 
Oslo in 1976.

HAVANA, June 5 (AFP) — Nonaligned 
Latin American countries, split over the 
Falklands conflict, have put a nonaligned 
ministerial session here a day behind 
schedule after talking over 20 hours to agree 
on a joint text. 

The Latin American group foiled to go 
along with Cuba and Argentina, which in an 
initial draft called for condemnation of Bri- 
tain and unrestricted support for Argentina. 
The session here, which includes 43 foreign

HAVANA, June 5 (AP) — The 
nonaligned nations movement Frids^ 
ni^t requested an emergency U.N. Sec- 
urity Coundl session to demand an eiid to 
“IsraeFs criminal air attacks” against 
Palestinian targets in Lebanon. 

Cuban Ambassador to the United 
Nations Raul Roa intenupted a plenary 
session of the movement’s -coordinating 
bureau to read a hastily drafted statement 
that expressed the movement’s *‘deep 
concern” about Israeli air raids and called 
on the Security Council to “meet immedi- 
ately to put an end to the Israeli aggres- 
sion.” 

The statement called on the Security 
Council to “adopt adequate measures 
against Israel, according to the provisions 
of the U.N. Charter. “.The criminal air 
attacks carried out by the Israeli Air Force 
must be condemned in the most energetic 
manner.” 

The statement was sgned by Cuban 
Foreign Minister Isidore Malmierca, who 
is presiding at this week’s jiteeting hgre.^ 

Jaruzelski ally 
named for post 

WARSAW, June S (AP) — Communist 
leaders Saturday replaced controversial, 
hard-line Warsaw Party diief Staniriaw 
Kodolek mth a dose ally of martial lawdiief 
Wojdedi Jaruzelski in a move that appears to 
further consolidate the generaTs power. 

The polish news agen^ PAP reported 
Kodol^ reagned and die election by secret 
ballot of Marian Wozniak, the central com- 
mittee’s secretary on economy who is said to 
be a dose ally of Jaruzelski who proposed his 
name. 

Wozniak’s election, and Kociolek’s 
expected transfer to Moscow as ambassador 
appears to signal a further consolidation of 
Jaruzelski’s position against inter-party 
oppoation to his continued rule as party 
chief, premier and military council head. 

Kodolek. regarded by some political 
observers as the “most orthodox Communist 
in Poland,” was harshly critical of the now- 
suspended SoUdarity union during party 
meetings last year, calling at one point for a 
“counteroffenave” against its counterrevolu- 
tion. 

He is also controveraal for his allied role 
in die suppression of workers' riots in Gdansk 
when scores died in clashes with police. 
Kodolek’s role in Gdansk, u4iere Solidarity 
was formed 10 years later, led to years of 
diplomatic posts abroad. 

But in November 1980, then-party chief 
Stanislaw Kania brought Kodolek back from 
dipiomatic exile, to the helm of the Warsaw 
party, one of the biggest and most important 
comminees in Poland. 

Wozniak, 46 Is a specialist in economic and 
foreign polides. He isregarded asa moderate 
and a diief ardiitect of the “new” Poland 
Jaruzelski is seeking to build in the wake of 
last year’s soda] and economic turmoil. 

Nevertheless, his election also indicates 
that Jarvtzelski has placed another ally and 
assodate in a position of local power as he 
already has in Gdansk, Katowice and Poznan.

Reliable sources said opposition to tbe 
Latin American Falklands draft came mainly 
from tbe three English-speaking states of 
Jamaica, Trinidad and Tolrago, and Guyana. 
The guyanan representative wanted to 
include a reference to U.N. Security Council 
resolution 502 calling for a withdrawal of 
' Argentine troops from the South Atlantic 
islands. 

The Cuban draft prepared with Aigentine 
backing, on tbe other band, condemned “in 
tbe most energetic fosbion the disproportion- 
ate and illegal military actions of tbe United 
Kingdom designed to restore by force an 
unjust, niegitmiate and outdated colonial 
regime,” 

The Cuban text also called for “an 
immediate end to British aggressiou”. The 
draft which tinally emerged from tbe 20-hour 
marathon, but over which Jamaica. Trinidad 
and Tobago, and Guyana expressed “reser- ' 
vations”, was much milder. 

The Latin American draft “deplored” the 
British “military operation” in the F alkla nds 
undertaken “with the assistance of the 
United States,” emphasizing that the “strug- 
gle against colonialism in all its forms consti- 
tutes a basic principle of nonalignment.” 

The group also pledged its “firm solidar- 
ity” with Argentina's e&rts to put an end to 
an “outdated colonial presence in the Falk- 
land Islands”. The te:^ however, avoided 
any reference to Britain as an “aggressor,” 
but denounced any attempt “by the United 
Kingdom or any other power to estabUsb 
military bases in tbe islands*’. 

Emphasizing that tbe Falklands were part 
of Latin America, the group urged tbe United 
States to“put a stop to its aid to Britain”. Tbe 
Latin American group dropped a reference in 
tbe Cuban text to European Economic 
Community (EEC) sanctions against Argen- 
tina which said “acts and pressure from other 
developed countries affected tbe whole 
(Latin American) region.” 

Meanwhile, the 43 foreign ministers and 
83 delegations here had still not dealt with 
the Iran-lraq war by late Friday night. The 
war between two nonaligned countries com- 
promising the September summit due to be 
held in the Iraqi capital Baghdad. 

Tbe delegates bad also only just begun to 
deal with Africa, and was stiU to review the 
Middle East and Asia including Afghanistan 
and Cambodia. 

However, tbe work of a committee handl- 
ing economic affairs appeared well advanced. 
Members of tbe nonaligned movement 
executive bureau were expected later Satur- 
day to adopt their final communique which 
will serve as basis for the next summit. 
Ninety-two delegations are attending the ses- 
sion here, either as members, observers or 
guests. 

Blast damages 
offices in Paris 

PARIS, June 5 (Agendes) — A bomb 
exploded early Saturday at the International 
Monetary Fund and foe World Bank, shatter- 
ing several windows in tbe building and sur- 
rounding structures, police said. 

Re^onsibility for the blast, tbe second in 
the Paris re^on since the leaders of foe 
West's seven most major industrial nations 
began arriving for a foree-day economic 
summit, was daimed by a hitherto unknown 
“anti-imperialist’’ group. Police said there 
were no injuries. 

In a caD to Agence France-Presse,'aTi»n - 
speaking with a slight foreign accent daimed 
the attack on ’’capitalist scoundrels” for the 
“Lahuari Farid Benshellai Combatant Unit” 
Lahuari “Farid" Benshellai was a leftist 
extremist discovered dead in a police cell in 
Helsinki in January. He had been arrested for 
all^edly signing stolen travelers cheques. 
Two autopaes pointed to suidde but his sup- 
porters have ddmed lus death was “suspid- 
ous". 

Saturd^'s attack followed a bomb blast 
Friday at an American school in a Paris sub- 
urb. The school's walls were daubed vrith 
anti-American slogans, induding calls for the 
United States to leave £I Salvador.

Diplomat body sent to Kuwait 


NEW DELHI, June 5 (R) — Police 
across India were Saturday seardiing for 
two gunmen, both believed to be non- 
Indians, who Friday shot dead a senior 
Kuwaiti diplomat at his home here. 

No arrests have been made but the Press 
Trust of India (FTl) quoted police as saying 
they had been able to “strike out a line (tf 
investigation.*’ It gave no indication of what 
this might be. 

The body of the embassy first secretary, 
Mustafa Al-Marzook, «4io had served in 
New Delhi since 1964, was flown to Kuwait 
'Saturday. He was shot five times outside his 
suburban home in an attadc whose motive 
police are still trying to establish. 


Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has per- 
sonally ordered a vigorous seudi for foe 
gunmen. 

Addition^ poUce commissioner Nikhil 
Singh, DelhTs No. 2 police official, told 
Reuters that there was no evidence to sug- 
gest a political motive for tbe killing. 

Describing the shooting as ’'pretty cool,” 
Singh said foegunmen went to the scene in a 
taxi with one man staying in the vdiide 
afoile the other shot Al-Marzook as he was 
about to enter a car. Sin^ said that evi- 
-dence available so far indicated the tdlling' 
appeared to be the result of a personal ven- 
detta. 


Seychelles seeks global aid 

exiles and mounted with tbe knowledge and 
support of South Afincan authorities. 

At a hiiicbeon for foreign ambassadors 
Saturday, Defease Mtntsterugilvy Berlouis 
appealed for international aid to offoet the 
economic damage done by the coup attempt. 

Berlouis noted that a United Natioos 
commission of inquiry on tbe mercenary 
attack estimated that .the Seychelles suffered 
$18 miUioD in material damage and loss of 
revenue from such money earners as tourism. 

“It has also increased tbe defense budget of 
tbe Seychelles at the expense of important 
development and community projects,” tbe 
minister said in asking the ambassadors for 
aid pledges from their countries. 

Referring to South Africa's alleged 
involvement in the coup bi(L Berlouis said: 
“ It was a deliberate attempt of destruction on 
the part of a foreign power and abhorrent 
regime whose only way to survive and 
prosper at the expense of the fundamental 
rights and dignity of the people of South 
Africa is through tbe destruction of African 
countries.” 


VICTORIA, SeyebeUes. June 5 (AP) — 
The Socialist government of President . 
France Albert Rene marked the fifth ' 
atmivetsary of its seizure of power Saturday ' 
with a militaiy parade and an appeal for 
international aid. 

A highlight of the military display was 
demoustration flights by two new helicopters 
presented to the Seychelles by the Indian 
government to bolster its armed forces in the 
wake of an abortive, mercenary-led coup bid 
last November. 

In a revolution day speech, Rene said the 
work to build socialism in this Indian Ocean 
archipelago would coutinue and that the 
country foces enemies within and outside. In 
an apparent reference to disgruntled Seychel- 
lois, the president said there are those who 
“are forever seeking ways of harming our 
society either by their actions or words. 

“They are the people who hire mercenaries 
to anack us,” Rene said. “ We also know that 
there are certain governments which are 
encouraging this smaU group in the hope 
these enemies would succeed in destroying 
the Seychellois revolution.'’ 

Rene and his supporters in tbe Seychelles 
People's Progressive Front — now tbe ruling 
party — ousted the Western-leaning gov- 
ernment of President James Mancham on 
June 5, 1977, while Mancham was attending 
a Commonwealth meeting in London. 

The coup attempt last Nov. 25 by a band of 
mercenaries, mostly from South Africa, was 
.aimed at reinstalling Mancham. Seychefles 
officials say it was financed bv Sevchelfeis 


- Besides presenting tbe two Cbetak 
helicopters 00 Friday, the Indian government 
has sent a team of experts to teach tbe 
Seychellois how to By and maintain the air- 
craft. 

India has previously sent military special- 
ists to tbe Seychelles to determine how India 
might assist the islands. India has also 
pledged to train military personnel in patrol- 
ling tbe waters around the 92 islands of the 
Seychelles group. 


Papua New Guineans go to polls 


PORT MORESBY, June 5 (R) — Papua 
New Guineans Saturday turned foe first day 
of voting in their second post-ind^endence 
election into a raucous festival of singing and 
dancing. Some 1.3 million of the country’s- 
3.6 mUUon people will vote over the next . 
three weeks in one of foe world's most color- 
ful, unorthodox and unpredictable polls. 

In Port Moresby, the capital, as polling 
booths evened foe streets were filled with the 
din of garbage can drums, peoplebammering 
on car rooftops, mobile b^ds and auqjlified 
election jingles. Sales of intoxicants are ban- 
ned for tbe entire three weeks of voting and 
alfoou^ police armed with batons and tear 
gas canisters were out in force, the first hours 
of the poll seemed totally go^ ratured. 

At polling stations party workers held up 
fla^ and posters and noisily vied for support. 
This is leagal as long as th^ remain seven 
meters from the polling booths. Most of the 
voters cannot read or write and required-help 
in putting their “X” on ballot papers. Some 
simply whiqiered the name of their chosen 
candidate to electoral officials who filled in 
the form. 

Polling teams will take three weeks to 
record foe ballot at 5JS00 polGng stations 
from the misty heights of foe mountains bor- 


dering Indonesia's province of Irian Java in 
tbe west to foe palm-firnged Nukumanu 
Islands 2,000 kilometers to the east 

The scattered electorate, compnang 1,000 
tribes speaking 700 tCffeient languages, 
indodes warriors who still frequently fight 
jritdied battles with spears and bows and 
arrows, so eadi polling team will be accom- 
panied by police guards. 

So many candidates are contesting the 109 
seats that in some places it will be possible to 
win wifo only four percent oi foe vote. Even 
e^qiert analysts find the result impossible to 
predict although most think former Prime 
Minister VGdiael Somaie vtill probably be 
able to form a coalition government Voting 
wUl be for personifies and not for id^ogi- 
cal issues. 

The poll is made highly unpredictable 
because some candidates still have not 
dedared their party affiliation, others, will, . 
diange it after winm'ng a seat and many inde- 
pendents are likely to sl^t foeir allegiance 
from day to day duri^ the horse trading that 
follows the counting* of votes. 

Vote counting is June 26-30, but foe com- 
position of the new govenmient is not likely 
TO be known until after parfiament sits,, prob- 
ably on Aug. 2. 


Vietnam,Chma to release prisoners 


BANGKOK, June S (AFP) — Vietnam 
Saturday announced it will release 34 com- 
munist Chinese prisoners “captured during' 
illegal incursions”. The umounoenwiit, car- 
ried by the Vietnam News Agency monitored 
in this Thai capital, came a day after China 
said it would release 12 Vietnamese prisoners 
said to have been similarly caught during 
afleged cross-border raids. 

Both China and Vietnam said the release. 


scheduled atdiffereot border points respec- 
tively on June 16 and ' ’’June 24, was promp- . 
ted by humanitarian motives and good wiU. 
They wiD be the latest in a Long series of suifo .

Orissa Chief Minister J.B. Patnaik, foe 
state's top elected.offidal, told reporters that 
foous^ds of ibatcfa-roof homes were washed 
away and all- foe banana plantations des- 
troyed. Ofifidals. earlier said the storm des- 
troyed jute crops worth one billion rupees 
($107 minion} 'aDd damaged rice crops in 
low-lying areas. 

Ousting up to 220 kHometera per hour, the 
hurricane caused - extenrive damage early 
Friday in foe districts of Cuttack, Balasore, 
Pun, Dhenkanal, Keoajhar and Sambalpur. 
Qittack, 375 kflometers southwest of Cal- 
cutta, bad foe highest toll wifo 77 deatiis. 

State Finance Minister Raghunafo Patnaik 
said foe entire r^ion between Bhubaneswar, 
Orissa’s capital, and foe pon of Paradip bad 
been flooded by foe tidal waves. Thousands 
of residents stranded in the flooded region 
were Saturday evacuated to h^er places. . 
officials said. Petrie made homeless by foe 
storm were moved to temporary refugee shel- 
ters. foe officials added. 

Aufoorities announced foat Paradip port, 
in Cuttack, would be out of commission for 
the next ten days..^e storm tossed and sunk 
18 fishing trawlers and seven power boats in 
foe bay and killed 500 heads cattle inland, 
foe United News of India said. Reports of 
casualties, aboard tjie vessels were not 
immediately available. The wireless station at 
the port was toppled by the storm. The Cut- 
tack station of the state-run All-India Radio 
was off the air because of damage to its 
transmission tower. 

Chinese premier 
ends Japan visit 

•OSAKA, Japan,*Juoe 5 (R).— Chinese 
Premier Zhao Zlyang left here Saturday for 
home after completlag a six-day official visit 
\o Japan. While in Tokyo, Zhao held two 
roun^ of talks with Prime Minister Zenko 
Suzuki on tbe international situations as well 
as bflatera! relations. 

The premier asked Suzuki for increased 
financial aid for a joint oil exploration project 
in China. A joint communique issued qu 
Wednesday at tbe end of Zhao's stay in 
Tokyo, said China would maintain an open- 
door policy to foreign countries and streng- 
theu cooperative relations with Japan and 
other nations in the economic field. 

The communique also said Suzuki wel- 
comed China' modernization pro^am and 
pledged Japan’s continued economic cooper- 
ation. .

Hinckley claim 
of illness rebutted 

WASHINGTON. June 5 (AP) — John W. 
Hinckley Jr., suffered from personality dis- 
orders but was not insane on the day he shot 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan, a psychiatrist 
testified Friday. 

Dr: Park E. Dietz said Hinckley knew it 
was wrong to shoot the president and that his 
illness did not prevent him from obeying the 
law. He said that Hinckley was hot psychotic 
on that March 30, 1981. 

Whether Hinckley . lacked capacity “to 
appreciate the wrongfulness of his conduct” 
or “to conform his conduct to the require- 
ment of the law,” is the legal test for the juiy 
in deciding whether Hinckley was legally 
responsible for the shootings or innocent Ity 
reason of insanity. 

Dietz, an assistant professor of psychiatry 
at Harvard Medical School, was the first gov- 
ernment psychiatrist to counter the testimony 
of four defense experts who said Hinckley 
was out of control and out of touch with real- 
ity when he assaulted Reagan, press secretary 
James Brady and two law enforcement offic- 
ers.
